“The Chinese Wall,” 
making its West Coast pre- 
miere, plays its final per- 
formances at Phillips Hall 
tonight and Saturday.

“This is a drama well worth 
any person taking the time to at- 
tend,’’ Lee Ford, drama instruc- 
tor and director of the play, 
commented, “The basic theme is 
one recognizable, but unaccept- 
able to the majority of us. 

“That is,’’ he continued, “Man 
refuses to recognize that, due to 
the tremendous technical ad- 
vances we have made in com- 
munications, travel, manufactur- 
ing, medicine and many other 
fields, we cannot live and think 
as we used to do.”

“The Chinese Wall’ will have 
one of the largest casts ever as- 
sembled on the stage of Phillips 
Hall. 43 separate characters 
make their appearance during the 
two hour production.

Fenner enacts the part of Hwang 
Ti, Emperor of China.

cumulated grade point averages. 
Trawick commented that “A stu- 
dent who has completed his 
Freshman year must rank in the 
upper half of his class. If he has 
completed his Sophomore year, 
he must rank in the upper two 
thirds.” 


“While the college considers a 
student carrying 12 units as full 
time,” he added, “he is not mak- 
ing normal progress.” Without 
summer school or an extra heavy 
load his Sophomore year, a stu- 
dent won’t come out with the 62 
units required to graduate at the 
end of two years. A student can- 


not spend more than four semes- ” 


ters here and still have guaran- 
teed student deferment. 


If a student is transferring to 


a four-year college, he must have 
that college send in a 109 form 
to protect him from being draft- 
ed during the summer. The Dean 
explained this by stating that “If 
the draft board doesn’t get a 109 
after the student’s Sophomore 
year, they will assume that he’s 
not continuing in e¢ollege.” 


Currently, a student must have 
a grade point average of 2.58 or 
above to be in the upper quarter 
of his class. His average must be 
anywhere between 2.08 and 2.57 
to be in the upper half, between 
1.68 and 1.85 to be in the upper 
two thirds, and between 1.67 or 
below to be in the lower quarter. 
However, Trawick has indicated 
that this is changing and the 
qualifications are probably on the 
rise.

The first proposal would abol- 
ish the “summer Senate” and 
change the approval time for the 
student body budget and follow- 
ing year’s social calendar to an 
approval date during the spring 
session. 


Smith later commented, “Any- 
one who has observed the func- 
tioning of past summer Senate 
sessions (composed of the 14 
members elected prior to the va- 
cation) would agree that this is 
no place for such important 


issues as the budget and the cal- 


endar to be discussed.” 


Smith also pointed out that 
last summer a quorum of eight 
senators could not be raised for 
a meeting. 


Speaking of the two bills of- 
fered to the senators regarding 
the pep squad, Smith said, “Both 


these bills are an overall pro- 
gram to attempt to recognize the 
effort that some pep squad mem- 
bers make for their school. and 
at the same time encourage this 
effort.” 

One bill would increase the 
compensation: paid to pep squad 
members from the current $20 to 
$40 in coming years for those 
“that have fulfilled their obliga- 
tions to the satisfaction of the 
squad’s advisor.” / 

The second Pep Saysd bill 
would give one point per ballet to 
returning members only if vheir 
work has been satisfactory to the 
advisor. 


All of the bills were sent to 
committee. 

The once piece of legislation 
that did receive action was SB 
IlI-45, a proposal to install fruit 
and drink machines in the locker 
area of building A. The proposal 
passed by a 14-3-0 vote.

Vietnam Reply 


To Bruce 'Chase and Americans 
like him: 

After reading your letter of 
April 20, 1967 I am certain that 
you know little of the war you 
are fighting in. I am replying to 
your letter with my own in hope 
that you will further and more 
thoroughly investigate United 
States’ action in Vietnam. 

You did not mention what your 
job was in the Army. I am won- 
dering if you might have been 
trained to drive a bulldozer? In 
South Vietnam we use bulldozers 
to clear the land so that nothing 
will be grown on it. We do this to 
starve out the Viet Cong. 

Or perhaps your job is of the 
more technical nature; loading 
planes with defoliants. Defoliants 
are spread over the land and kill 
all plant life there. Much more 
effective than a bulldozer for 
nothing will grow for some time 
coming. This is how we feed the 
South Vietnamese. 

You mentioned that education 


takes a long time. It must. For 


ed the colonial French, and when 
that failed the colonial Ameri- 
cans. All South Vietnam govern- 
ernments since 1948 have been 
partly or wholly financed and 
backed by the United States. 
Education must take a long time 
for the people are not educated. 

You say we are striving to 
help the South Vietnamese. We 
have highly inflated their cur- 
rency with our money power so 
that the peasants cannot buy 
anything. We’ have highly deflat- 
ed their dignity and integrity 
with our military power so that 
they now have nothing, 


You say we want to give them 
freedom and let them choose 
their own leaders. The U.S. would 
not let them vote in 1954 or 1956 
because our interest would not 
survive a mandate from the 
people. Several years ago they 
voted but I see that the American 
backed military is still in power. 

And peace? Negotiations were 
possible two years ago with Ho 
Chi Minh but the U.S. would not 
negotiate because our interest
